DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments and Amendments 

1 . Claims 2-6 and 8-1 2 are pending. 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 6 and 8-12 have been amended. 
Claims 2-6 and 8-12 are examined on the merits. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Withdrawn Rejections 
Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

3. The rejection of claims 2, 3, 6 and 10-12 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 8 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn. 
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New Grounds of Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takahashi et 
al. (International Immunology 6(10): 1567-1574, 1994). Takahasi discloses an amino 
acid sequence represented from Gin of the 130 th amino acid to C terminal amino acid 
residue as measure from N-terminal end of natural human Fas ligand, SEQ ID NO: 17, 
see attached database sheets. This disclosed protein is a soluble Fas ligand, which 
inhibits Fas-mediated apoptosis. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mita et al. 
(Biochemical and Biophysical Research Communications 204(2): 468-474, October 28, 
1994). Mita discloses an amino acid sequence represented from Gin of the 130 th amino 
acid to C terminal amino acid residue as measure from N-terminal end of natural human 
Fas ligand, SEQ ID NO: 17, see attached database sheets. This disclosed protein is a 
soluble Fas ligand, which inhibits Fas-mediated apoptosis.
